While the President lias said 
nothing about hla plana If he 
celrea another tax cutting measure, 
highly plsced White House' eides ex- 
pect him to oppose any general 
alosh while the national Income la 
at a record high. ^ 

Senators Ha lit Back 
Despite the Insistence of house 
leaders to forge ahead with a tax 
bill, there Is strong eentlment In 
the senate lo hold up action until 
the natlon'a fiscal picture can be 
seen In the light of contemplated 
foreign spending and domesUo ap- 
propriations.

5 W^-An ex- 
plonaUon why crates labeled "used 
industrial mochlnery," -which were 
being loaded tor shipment lo Poles- 
tine, contained explosive TNT wu 
sought today by lederol ond local 
outhoritles. 

The TNT (trl-nltro- toluene) was 
discovered' Saturday when a crate 
burst open during the loading of the 
American Export lines freighter 
Executor at a Jersey City pier. 
Impounded, Ecmoved 

When a second crate also proved 
to contain TNT, police and customs 
oltldals ordered 77 Palestine-bound 
cretcs Impounded and removed 
barce to a safe anchorage. 

Police said 3S crates were .believed 
to contain fil.OOO pounds bt TNT- 
enough to devastate a IDO-squore- 
mile area. 

No charges or orrtats have been 
announced during the ensuing In- 
vtstlsatlon.

WHAT CAN WE AFFORD? 

Senator T&tt gave an lllumlnatlns: glimpse 
of his Inmojt thouEhU on aid to Europe when 
he said: "People don't completely collapse. 
They Ro on UvinK anyway." We hesitate to 
credit the senator with either the heartless- 
ncss or the thoushtlnesaness that his statC' 
mcnt Implies. But It probably must be taken 
us an explanation of his slccptlcal attitude tO' 
ward the whole subject. 

It Is true, of course^ that people don't col- 
^ lapse under hardship, Individually and phys- 
ically, until they arc too weak or sick to 
on. They may be hungry, cold and hopeless, 
but they go on living anyway. They mny be 
debased, abused and enslaved, and still go 
on Uvlns. 

Human history Is full of the stories of such 
people. But that doesn't make those itories 
proud chapters of history, or mean that hls- 
I017 must go on repeating ILscJf. 

■The only apparent Mason for the senator' 
cautious approach to the European aid ques- 
tion Is his fear of what that aid will do to 
American Uvea, Including his own. He docsn' 
Just want to "go on living anywoy." He wants 
to live in an economic atmosphere that Is free 
from high prices, high taxes, shortages and 
government restrictions. Bo do we all— mil- 
lions of Europeans and Asiatics as well as 
Americona. The question Is how best to cre- 
ate that, atmosphere. 

People don't completely collapse, but econ' 
omles and governments do.,Surety Mr. Taft 
wUi also agree to that. It is the preponder- 
ant opinion of Informed minds today that 
several European governments and economies 
are facing, collapse, and that they will collapse 
wlthoutisufflcluit help. - - 

The nasi party of Germany was the cause 
of that threatened collapse. The commun- 
ist party of Russia stands to gain by that 
collapse— or thinks It does— and Is trying to 
cause it 

That second statement is almost as much a 
matter of. record as the first. The Russian 
communist party refused to Join In the Mar- 
shall plan for European recovery. It has pub- 
licly pledged Itself to fight It and defeat It. 
It haa demonstrated Its intentions so often, 
so openly and so recently that there is no 
need to draw up another bill of Indictment 
here. 

The communists' purpose Is to control Eu- 
rbpe, and eventually the worid. The Marshall 
plan's purpose Is to thwart them by peaceful 
means. The governments of the U. S. and IG 
European nations have estimated what Is 
needed in money and material to strengthen 
Europe against this threat. 

Perhaps the needs and the cost are wrong, 
In spite of detailcil study. But the burden of 
proof seems to rest on those who would dras- 
tically cut the proposed American- old wlth-- 
out Justifying their position beyond saying 
that it would cost too much. 

It would hot bankrupt America to provide 
the funds and material .requested for that 
program. It probably would keep prices and 
taxes high and cause some shortages. But will 
half or a third or less of what Is now asked 
save Europe from Soviet domination? 

If it won't, what are the chances for peace? 
What could we "afford" to spend on national 
defense? What could we "afford" to spend to 
fight B war, virtually alone, against a Soviet 
Europe? Or docs Mr. Tail's comforting assur- 
ance that people "go on living anyway" ap' 
ply to Americans, too? 



A TIMELY REPRIEVE 
Just before the deadline for sinking Italy's 
31 remaining submarines, the Big Four am- 
bassadors to that country relented and modi- 
fied the Italian peace treaty. As a result the 
Italians may scrap the vessels instead of 
sinking them. This will give a hard-up Ital- 
Ian Industry several thousand tons of scrap 
ateei and machinery. The salvage operation 
wUI give a winter's work to a lot of unem- 
ployed. 

"The good sense and agreement of the four 
governments are Encouraging, If belated. It 
seems to have occurred to them in the nick of 
:*tlme that the scriptural wisdom of beating 
Into plowshares Is not only a hopeful symbol 
of peace but, imder the circumstances, a 
sound and modem reconversion policy.

pockeL Two factors may reduce ihfl present high 
nlot machine ploj-: Not so good Umes and an eventual 
■akenhig on the part ot the suckers who provide thfl 
slot machlns operators with this huge profit and the 
governmental agenclu with the license fees. 

The slot mschlne will build no solid foundstlon for 
any bu.tlne.%s man or government. The future ot 1 
business establishment can hardly rest on slot ma- 
chine profits nor ein Uie cost and proffrtis of govern- 
ment. The same agency— the legislature— which made 
tliB slot machine laws can throw Uiem In the ash can. 
There undoubtedly will be iremendoua pressure to ge 
this very thing done when the stale, lawmakers coT' 
Tcne A year hence. 

In the meantime It might be well lor all government 
Agencies and all hualness plAceA bcneflUng from theso 
cAsy funds to Ask themselves what might happen It the
